| Several Towns and Villages De- 
vastat_d by Shock 
Coast Near Barcelona Is Practically 


Submerged by Great Tidal Wave— 


In Morocco Is 


Village of Romara 
Buried by Landslide and Hundreds 
of Villagers Have Lost Their Lives 
—Villages in Murcia Damaged. 


London, Jan. 30—A special despatch 
received here from San Sebastien, 
Spain, says that a terrible earthquake 
has devastated several towns and vil- 
lages in south and southeastern Spain 

A tidal wave partially submerged 
the coast near Barcelona, and a great 
landslide at Ceuta, in Morocco, just 
opposite Gibraltar, buried the village 
of Romara and several hundred in- 
habitants. 

A despatch from Tarrasa says that 
Barcelona has been overwhelmed by 
a tidal wave. The loss of life is un- 
known. Subterranean roarings pre- 
ceded the tidal wave, causing a fear- 
ful panic among the people on the 
promenades and in the buildings of 
the city. 

News from Malaga says that many 
houses were damaged in the town of 
Totana, and several villages in the 
province of Murcia. 

Tarrasa, whence comes the report of 
a great tidal wave at Barcelona, is 
fifteen miles distant from the latter 
city. Barcelona is the second largest 
city in Spain, situated on the Medi- 
terranean, in the northeastern part of 
the country. It has a population of 
450,000. 

Murcia, where the shock is also re- 
ported to have been felt, is in south- 
eastern Spain, a short distance inland 
from the Mediterranean coast, The 
meagre advices thus far received in- 
dicate that the earthquake was felt 
ulong the entire Mediterranean coast. 


Moving Pictures Not Reliable. 
New York, Jan. 30.—Despite moving 
picture evidence, introduced by coun- 
sel for the Coney Island & Brooklyn 
Railway Co. in the action brought 
against it by Stephen McGorty, 10 
years old, a jury in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, on Thursday award- 
ed the lad $8,500 damages. 

The boy had been injured by being 
thrown from a trolley car by a con- 
ductor in 1905, and the moving pic- 
tures showed him running, boxing and 
wrestling, although it was claimed he 
is permanently injured. The jury held 
that the moving picture operator 
could control the speed of the film

A number of cases occupied the 
attention of Magistrate Casement at

Land Regulations. 


Das panen who is the sole head of a family 

family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a araceer mension of available 
Dominion Jand in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Theapplicant must appear in person 
atthe Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be mado 
At any agency on certain conditions, by father, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sisterrof in- 
tending homesteader, 

Duties,—Six mouths’ residence upon and cul- 
tivation.pf the land in each of three years. A 
homesteader may lye within nine mites of his 
homestead ona farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his father, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts ‘« homestoader in good 
standing may pro-empt a quarter-section along: 
side his homestead, Price 83,00 per acre,

TO CORNER WHEAT. 


Market Feels Stringency That Be- 
speaks Big Manipulation. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 1.—Not in 
ten years has there been a condition 
in the grain trade quite, like that ex- 
isting in Minneapolis and Chicago 
now, where James A. Patten operating 
in both markets, has bought anywhere 
from 10,000,000 to 20,000,000 bushels, 
and L peearebly is out to run a corner 
in May wheat. 

The effect always felt before a cor- 
ner gets under way is now apparent 
in the trade. Nothing is doing. Deal- 
ers agree that, as Patten stands and 
takes delivery of his wheat bought for 
May delivery, prices might easily ad- 
vance to $1.25 or higher. They see 
also that in the grand statistics of 
the country he has the advantage, for 


in the United States, consumptive and 
export demand considered, and the 
present outlook is for a winter wheat 
oon next season smaller than for sev- 
eral years. 


The exporting and manufacturing 
end of the business is getting the ad- 
verse effect. Buyers are afraid to 
Stock up with flour or flour by-pro- 
ducts or with grain, either wheat: or 
other cereals, for fear that, should 
‘the Patten crowd ever decide to give 
up the deal and throw their holdings 
of wheat on the market, great decline 
in_ prices might follow. 

The result of it is a deadlock. Prices 
fluctuate in marrow range and all 
business is down to minimum.

GANANOQUE HAS BLAZE 


Damage Amounting to $100,000 
| in Early Morning Fire. 


Grand Opera House and Turner's 


Block Are Destroyed—Rumor Has 
It That Burglars Who Rifled Jewel- 
ry Store Set Fire to Building to 
Conceal Their Crime — Two Men 
Were Seen at Hotel Stable. 


Gananoque, Feb. 1.—Burglars are 
blamed for having caused a fire early 
yesterday morning which completely 
destroyed the Grand Opera House and 
the Turner blocks, involving a losa of 
more than $100,000. 

At 3.30 flames were seen bursting 
from the front windows of Joseph Mc- 
Cauley’s restaurant in the Turner 
Block, King and Stone streets. A gale 
was blowing, but the firemen reapond- 
ed promptly and soon had five streams 
playing. Prospects for the destruction 
of King street looked so certain that 
Kingston was telephoned for assist- 
ance and in 40 minutes an engine and 
men were entrained at Kingston Junc- 
tion, As the fire was then under con- 
trol, a message was sent countermand- 
ing the request. 

While the origin of the fire is not 
certain, the discovery that Walter Ab- 
botts’ jewelry store had been burglar- 
ized during the night leads to the sup- 
position’ that the burglars -broke. into 
the restaurant for something’ to ‘eat 
and that they set fire to the building 
to conceal the crime. 

Two men are said to have driven 
into a hotel shed about midnight, and 
left about three o'clock.

Montreal Live Stock. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 1.—(Special.)—At 
Montreal Stock Yards West End Markee 
the receipts of live stock for the week 
ending Jan. 30-were 2272 cattle, 500 sheep 
and lambs, 366 hogs and 300 calves. The 
supply for local consumption this morn- 
{ng consisted of 1300 cattle, 200 sheep and 
lambs, 1200 hogs and 200 calves. 

The condition of the market was much 
the same as that of a week ago for cattle, 
prices being steady, in spite of the fact 
that supplies were larger, and the quality 
of the stock not quite so good. A feature 
of the trade was the demand for export 
account, and quite a few of the best 
steers, cows and bulls were bought by 
some western shippers, The local and 
outside demand was rather slow in the 
early part of the morning, but later it 
\mproved some, and on the whole a fair 
trade was done, There were really no 
choice stock on the market, and in con- 
sequence the top figure realized was 5%4c, 
but 5%c would have been paid by some 
buyers if they could have obtained the 
quality. Cables received from Liverpool 
reported trade in cattle very slow, while 
those from Glasgow stated that trade 
was rather more active than a week ago. 

The best steers offered here to-day sold 
at 54c; good stock at 4%c to 5c; fair 
at d%4c to 4%c; medium at 38%c to 4c; 
common at 3c to 3t&c, and inferior at 2 
to 2%c per pound. A stronger feeling 
has developed in the market for lambs, 
and prices since this day week have ad- 
vanced 4c per pound. which is due to 
the continued small receipta and the good 
local and outside demand for the same, 
Sales of choice lots were made at 6c to 
6igc, and good at 5%c to 6%ec per pound. 
There is no change in the condition of 
the market for sheep, which remains 
firm, under a fair demand, and sales of 
choice stock were made at 3%c to 4c, and 
culls at 34c ‘to 34c per pound. The de- 
mand for calves was good, of which the 
offerings continue smail, and prices rule 
firm at from $2 to $10 each, as to size and 
quality. The market for hogs is strong, 
and prices have scored a further advance 
of 15c to 256c per 100 pounds since this day 
week, This ts attributed to the small 
supplies coming forward, and the con- 
tinued keen demand from packers. Sales 
of selected lows were made at $7.40 to $7.60 
per 100 pounds weighed off cars,

The annual reporis to the Depart- 
ment of Education have just been 
completed and from them the follow- 
ing summary has been prepared for 
readers of THE REVIEW,most of whom 


are no doubt warm friends of the 
Library and wish for its continued 
progress and prosperity, The thanks 
of the Librarv Board are due and are 
hereby heartily rendered, not only to 
its patrons who have mainly supported 
it by their subscriptions, but also to 
the municipality, which in _ its 
corporate capacity rendered us very 
efficient aid at a very critical time. 
The Board look confidently forward to 
a continuance of their patronage and 
a vear of increased prosperity. 

During the year the membersbip 
fees amounted to $88.70, fines etc., 
$11.60, The Legislative grant was 
$58.72 and that from the municipality 
$50.00, making a total cf $200.00, At 
the beginning of the year the Board 
had to face a deficit of $81.45. ‘They 
paid for Books $62.51, Salaries $50.00, 
Insurance $6.25, and’ other expenses 
such as freight, express, cartage, 
stationery, stamps etc., $3.60, leaving 
a balance on hand of $5.20. Thev are 
still holden however for the sum of 
$25.00 for rent, light and heat, which 
they hope to overtake by the end of 
the current month; and all receipts 
after that, except current running 
expenses, can be devoted to the pur- 
chase of new books which are much 
needed, 70 new volumes were added 
during the year, some of them very 
recently. The Library now contains 
2638 volumes and during the year 
4883 were taken out. This shows that 
our village has a thirst for reading 
and the class of books taken also 
shows an increasing and improved 
literary taste. 

The yalue of the stock and assets of 
the Library is estimated at $1,708.00, 
and the number of subscribers Jast 
vear was 127, This is rather less than

MONTREAL, Feb. _ 8.—(Special.)—At 
the Montreal Stock Yards West End Mar- 
ket the receipts of live stock for the week 
ending Feb. 6 were 1300 cattle, 315 sheep 
and lambs, 1960 hogs ani 140 calves, and 
the offerings this morning were 1100 cat- 
tle 100 sheep and lambs, 1060 hags and 60 
calves. A firm feeling prevailed in the 
market for cattle to-day owing to the 
fact that the supply was smaller than a 
week ago by 200 head, and, as butchers 
were generally pretty well cleaned out of 
stock there was an improved demand and 
a more active trade was done for local 
account, In additicn to this, there were 
quite a few out-of-town buyers present, 
and, as they all wanted a share of the 
stock offered, the bidding for the good 
to choice grades was keener than usual, 
as supplies of such were none too plenti- 
ful, Altho cable advices from Liverpool 
this morning reported trade in cattle as 
being slow, and noted a decline in prices 
of %c to %ec per 1b., as compared with a 
week ago, there was a fairly good de- 
mand here for export account, and sev- 
eral loads were bought. Choice steers 
sold at 5i4c to 544c; good at 4%e to Sc; fair 
at 4%c to 4%c; good cows at fe to Sc; 
common cows at 2%c to 4c, and bulls at 
Mec to Hc per lb. There was no further 
change in the condition of the market 
for sheep and lambs, prices being firmly 
maintained on account of the continued 
limited supply coming forward, for which 
the demand is good for local consump- 
tion. Choice lots of lambs sold at fc to 
6%c, and good at 5%c to 5¥e per |b. Good 
straight lots of sheep brought 3%c to do, 
and culls 34c to 3%c per lb. Calves con- 
tinue to be very scarce, for which there 
is a very good demand, and prices rule 
firm at from $3 to $10 each, as to size and 
quality. Owing to the continued small 
supplies of hogs coming forward, the un- 
dertone to the market remains very 
strong, and prices haye scored a further 
advance of lSc to %c per 100 Ibs.

‘picked up by two men who were pass- | 
ing, one a brother of Mrs. Grant, 
Chester Hannah. The men tasted the 
sweets, but found them bitter, and 
Hannah fed three of them to a dog. 
A few moments later the canine was 
in a fit, similar to those produced by 
strychnine, 

Hannah and his father immediate- 
ly started for Bancroft, where they 
made a declaration before the Justice 
of the Peace, asking for an investiga- 
tion, and leaving the balance of the 
candies to be forwarded to Toronto 
for analysis. 

The following morning it was nois- 
ed abroad that action was being tak- 
en, and Mrs. Swinard swallowed a 
dose of poison and died in a very 
short time. 

Much sympathy is expressed for the 
dead woman, who was supposed to 
have been crazed with trouble. She 
was a daughter of the late William 
Allison, one of the first settlers in 
the district, and had always been 
highly esteemed by the community. 
It is said she would soon have be- 
come a mother, Coroner Dr. Leavitt 
of Bancroft is investigating the case.

“That the said John Spanhouse and 
James Spanhouse came to their deaths 
on Sunday, Feb. 7, 1909, at their own 
house, in the Township of Melanc- 
thon, from the effects of wounds in- 
flicted by a heavy club or weapon, 
at the hands of George Ernest Stew: 
art, who appeared at the time he kill- 
ed the said John Spanhouse and Jas. 
Spanhouse, to be of unsound mind. 

“We strongly and unanimously re- 
commend that a closer scrutiny be 
kept upon all feeble-minded people 
in the Province of Ontario and that 
proper refuges be established, where 
they will be as far as possible self: 
supporting, which, we believe, can 
be accomplished by a careful’ con 
sideration of the questions involved.”

ley lives William Wilson. Wilson had 
just put on the fire when Stewart 
walked in. Stewart made some refer- 
to the gun and then hit Mr 
Wilson a crushing blow on the head 
with it. 

Leaving the Wilson place he went 
across the road to E. J. Pound. Pound 
is away, but here he found the hired 
man, George Beaumont, and Mrs. 
Gowan, the housekeeper Making 
some remark about the gun, the same 
as he had done at Wilson’s, Stewart 
then attacked Beaumont, clubbing 
him so savagely that but slight hopes 
are entertained for his recovery. Mrs. 
Gowan attempted to escape into an- 
other part of the house and was also 
clubbed. 

When Stewart left the house, how- 
ever, she succeeded in dragging her- 
self to the telephone and alarming 
W. D. Taylor, storekeeper at Maple 
Valley. Taylor started down the road 
to the rescue, met Stewart in front 
of the farm of his brother, Arthur 
Taylor. Stewart told him not to come 
near. Somewhat alarmed at the ma- 
niac’s actions, Taylor started into his 
brother's piace. Btewart followed to 
the fence, leveled the gun, and call- 
ed to Taylor to throw up his hands. 
When Taylor called for assistance, 
Stewart snapped the weapon, and 
finding it would not explode, put off 
up the road again in a rage. 

He was seen to go into his father’s 
house, and here Constables Thompson 
and Wattam of Shelburne found him 


sleeping peacefully about 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, when they went 
to arrest him. He was brought to 
Shelburne about 6 o’clock and con- 
fined in the town jail, where, later 
in the evening, manacled as he was, 
he attempted to assault his jailer. 
He will be taken to the Dufferin 
County Jail at Orangeville to-day. 

Stewart’s awful work was certainly 
that of a madman, extending, as it 
did over a territory of more than three 
miles, and starting, as it did, with 
two or three nights of sleeplessness 
and winding up wth the peaceful 
sleep as of a babe in his father’s 
home after his carnival of blood and 
violence, 

The murderer is a young man of 
rather heavy physique. He has been 
mentally unbalanced for some three 
years, a hereditary taint, doubtless, 
for two of his uncles died insane. 
Three years ago he got into some kind 
of trouble in Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
and was incarcerated in the barracks 
of the Norfhwest Mounted Police 
there. He was released on promise 
of his brother that he would be taken 
care of, and was brought to his fath- 
er’s home at Maple Valley. 


Art Gallery Entered. 

New York, Feb. 9.—Mystery sur- 
rounds the theft of ‘Mother and 
Child,” a valuable painting by An- 
toine Emile Plassan, from the Robert 
L. Stuart gallery, in the Nenox 
branch of the New York Public Lib- 
rary, Fifth avenue and Seventieth 
street Friday. 

The painting, which is a panel 
nine inches long and seven inches 
wide, was cut trom its gold frame 
as it hung on the wall at the end of 
an alcove in the northeast wing of 
the building. In reporting the theft 
to the police, Wilberforce Eames, the 
librarian, said he believed the pic- 
ture was stolen between 9 and 10 
o’clock in the morning Friday at a 
time when there was no attendant 
on duty in the gallery.

| Deer taking is entirely different from 
{deer hunting. The object is to take 
transferred to the home park to be fat- 
tened and eventually turned into ven- 
ison. 

The sport is by no means as tame as 
it sounds, A seven to nine year old 
red deer is an awkward customer to 
tackle, He is powerful, agile and well 
Armed with antlers and hoofs. 

When there is to be a deer taking at 
Eridge park the meet is planned for 11 
o'clock at the park keeper’s house. 
The underkeepers, with fresh hounds, 
are scattered through the park to head 
off the stag should he come their way. 

The underkeepers having spread 
themselves over the park, the park 
keeper, with the “field” (those follow- 
ing mounted and on foot) set off to 
find a deer which looks ready for fat- 
tening purposes. Having selected one, 
it is the work of the keeper to get him 
separated from the rest and then to 
slip his hound and set after him as 
hard as we can gallop. The pace, of 
course, is tremendous, and as rabbit 
holes abound the risk of a fall is even 
betting or, rather, a trifle of odds on 
the certainty of our “taking a toss.” 
As our deer bounds away with his 
wonderfully easy, elastic movements 
he makes for the wildest part of the 
park, expecting to escape his pursuers. 

In one place after another he is met 
with hidden keepers and fresh hounds, 
till with the instinct of his species he 
turns to what he.thinks Js his sanc- 
tunry—the lakes. With open mouth 
and tongue outhunging he plunges a 
good fifteen feet into the water and 
swims for the opposite bank. Gasp- 
ing and tiring, he lands on what he 
hopes is freedom from his pursuers, 
But, alas, no! Yet another fresh hound 
is after him, What can he do? He is 
too pumped with his already hard 
burst to face the hill before him.

'Quakes to Continue Two Years. 

Reggio, Feb. 15,—Earth shocks, 
more or less severe, have been ex- 
perienced here throughout the day. 

Saturday evening Prof. Alfani, the 
director of the Florence observatory, 
while just about to step into a train 
for Naples was thrown violently to 
the ground by what seemed to be an 
unusually severe shock. Peasants 
rushed to assist him to his feet and 
they anxiously enquired concerning 
the dangers of further earthquakes, 
and he replied: 

“Be calm, my children, that was a 
*quake of the fifth degree. You must 
not be frightened by these shocks, 
for we will have them for two years 
more.” 


Censor For Phonographs. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 15.—The cen- 
sorship in Russia has been extended 
to phonograph records, which must 
be submitted for examination before 
being placed on sale. 

The step was entailed by the impor- 
tation of a large number of records 
bearing the prohibited Russian revo- 
lutionary funeral hymn and other 
seditious songs and speeches, many 
being prepared in America, These, the 
police discovered, were being plaeyd 
generally in the lower class beer and 
tea halls, most of which have instru- 
ments for the entertainment of their 
patrons. 


Another Quake In Italy. 

Messina, Feb. 15.—A severe earth 
shock, lasting six seconds, was felt 
here Saturday morning. It was pre- 
ceded by loud subterranean roaring, 
causing the people to flee from their 
huts and houses, The panic was ac- 
centuated by falling walls of previous- 
ly wrecked houses. 

The shock was felt throughout east- 
ern Sicily and along the northern 
coast, including Palermo. 


Undertaker Spoils Suicide. 

New York, Feb. 15.—The prompt 
appearance of the undertaker upset 
the plans of Frank Stevenson, a cloak 
salesman, to commit suicide. 

The undertaker received a note from 
Stevenson to call for the body, and 
when he reached the apartment the 
salesman was found unconscious lying 
in bed with a gas tube in his mouth. 
Stevenson was taken to the hospital, 
where it yyas said he may recover. 

A Vice-President’s Suicide. 

Paris, Feb. 15.—Confirmation has 
been obtained of ‘the death of Dr. 
Luis De Estevez, one time vice-presi- 
dent of Cuba, which occurred here 
a week ago and was self-inflicted. 

Dr. Estevez never recovered from 
the shock caused by the death of his 
wife, to whom he was passionately 
devoted.

Does Not Know Whether He Will 
Lead Alberta Conservatives. 
Ottawa, Feb. 16—M. 8. McCarthy, 
M.P., who has been tendered the 
leadership of the Conservative party 
in Alberta, has not yet decided as to 

whether or not he will accept. * 

It is pointed ont that there is a 
legal objection in the way, inasmuch 
as & member cannot resign from the 
Dominion House while there is a pro- 
test agaimst his election, such as 
there happens to be in his case. 

The Calgary Conservatives plat- 
form, adopted Saturday, includes: 

Government ownership of railways, 
but in the meantime guarantee of 
bonds for roads urgently needed with 
control of the rates and option of 
purchase; liquor laws—a plebiscite, 
and if 60 per cent. vote yes, then the 
party is pledged to prohibition; the 
initiative, referendum and recall; re- 
solution condemning the five-year 
term of the Legislature; policy of re- 
forestration; management of telephone 
system by commission outside of poli- 
tical control, the farmer to have free 
connection with market town; co- 
operative meat packing establish- 
ments; loans to settlers and workers 
with a view to close settlement along 
lines in vogue in Australia and New 
Zealand; construction of ‘national 
highways between important points; 
Government construction of elevators; 
condemnation of the autonomy bill.

The most interesting rumor current 
on the eve of the session credits 
Winston Spencer Churchill with an 
eager desire to become the first Gov- 
ernor-General of the new federation 
in South Africa. If he succeeds Lord 
Selborne he will have a lucrative and 
showy office while the Liberal party 
is recruiting its exhausted energies 
against the Opposition benches. A 
war correspondent who’ escaped from 
a Boer prison will be a picturesque 
figure as the Governor-General of 
Confederated South Africa under the 
British crown. Those close to the 
Prime Minister assert that the ap- 
pointment will probably be made in 
due time. wi, 

King Edward, after opening Parlia- 
ment, is not likely to remain in Eng- 
land more than three weeks. A visit 
to Biarritz will be followed by a 
cruise in the Mediterranean. 


Connaught For Ireland? 


Dublin, Feb. 15.—The appointment 
of the Duke of Connaught to the 
Lord Lieutenancy of Ireland is the 
latest rumor in political circles. The 
Government is considering the ad- 
visability of this step, and it is 
known that the duke has intimated 
his willingness to accept the office if 
it is tendered him. 

Up to now the office has been con- 
sidered a political ‘one, carrying with 
it a seat in the Cabinet, but it is 
urged that there is no sound reason 
way this policy should be continued 
and why it should not be on the same 
footing as the Governor-Generals of 
the self-governing colonies. 

The Duke of Connaught has a con- 
siderable knowledge of Ireland and 
its affairs, having been commander- 
in-chief there for some years. Should 
the step be taken the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland would act as the chief 
representative in political affairs and 
the duties of the Lord Lieutenant 
would be almost éntirely remodelled, 
being made purely of a formal and 
ceremonial character. 

In addition the step would be a 
satisfactory one from the point of | 
view of settling the vexed question 
of what to do with the duke. His 
position in the army as commander 
of Malta is one that the King does 
not think entirely befitting his bro- 
ther, and in this view the duke him- 
self joins.

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Question of Profit, But of Right 
—Convention Will Send Me- 
morials to Governments. 


Toronto, Feb. 
guests applauded Earl Grey, Gover- 
nor-General of Canada, at the Na- 
tional Club last evening as His Ex- 
cellency dwelt with great earnestness 
on the importance of forest preserva- 
tion. The banquet was given by the 
Toronto Board of Trade to delegates 
of the Canadian Forestry Associa- 
tion. J. P. Watson presided. 

The addresses at the convention 
just concluded had, said His Excel- 
leney, demonstrated that the perman- 
ent prosperity of the nation was de- 
pendent upon the conservation of the 
forests at the head waters of the riv- 
ers. As Hon. Mr, Fisher had point- 
ed out, a neglect of this might shake 
the position of Montreal as the chief 
commercial port. 

In the United States the forest de- 
struction is three and one-half times 
greater than its growth. The loss to 
the farmers of that country aggre- 
gates a thousand milljon aaliees per 
annum as a direct and indirect loss. 
Wanton and criminal neglect of the 
forests meant the transforming of a 
heaven into a hell, 

When the relative per capita wealth’ 
of Canada in undeveloped resources 
is made known the people of the 
whole United States would want to 
come to make their home in the 
Dominion to have a share in the vast 
unspent fortune. 

“What we have to do—I have been 
so long among you that I say we— 
(Applause.) “We,” he repeated, “have 
a great duty, to teach the children 
to have a patriotic regard for the re- 
sources of Canada. It is difficult to 
make people brought up on farms in 
an atmosphere where the tree has 
been regarded as an enemy, to make 
them feel that a tree is their best 
friend.” 

The children of Canada should be 
taught a feeling of reverence for the 
greatness of their country and to 
conserve its resources, 

He entirely agreed with the asso- 
ciation that forestry was not only 
an economic but also a moral ques- 
tion. This made it necessary to teach 
the children that they share a duty 
to others as well as to themselves. 

A certain class of Canadians were 
said to be animated by the thought 
of “what can Canada do for me?” 
while the true ideal was whiat could 
they do for Canada? It is because 
of this great principle that forestry 
was a moral question. He trusted 
the gentlemen of influence present 
would do their utmost to co-operate 
with the Forestry Association in their 
efforts for the conservation of Can- 
ada’s magnificent national heritage. 

W. J. Gage proposed the toast to 
Hon. J. M. Gibson, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Ontario, to which his honor 
made a short response. 

R. S. Gourlay proposed the toast of 
Canada, to which Sir James P. Whit- 
ney, Premier of Ontario, replied. 

The convention of the Canadian 
Forestry Association was concluded 

arday afternoon, when a resolu- 
tion was passed asking that the var- 
ious Provincial Governments with- 
draw all lands from settlement un- 
suitable for farming and reserve from 
settlement all lands with less than 
50 per cent. fit for agriculture. 

The association suggested the publi- 
cation of farmers’ bulletins, also for 
the instruction of city and ° rural 
school pupils, the publication of for- 
estry text-books for the high schools, 
and the preparation of plans and 
lantern slides for lectures. 

The association expressed satisfac- 
tion at the improvements in the fire 
protection services and approved the 
appointment of a special committee 
by the Dominion Parliament, but 
urged upon the Government the im- 
portance of appointing a royal com- 
mission to investigate the whole ques- 
tion of forestry. 

The Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments were urged to restore all 
forest lands at head waters. 
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Wharfage Rates Go Up. 

Montreal, Feb. 13.—It was an- 
nounced yesterday morning that 
wharfage rates for the Montreal Har- 
bor are to be raised from 100 to 250 
per cent,, bringing them practically 
back to the schedule of 1896. Staple 
articles, including coal, coke, grain, 
and apples, are unchanged,

and Whirlpool Is Stagnant. 


Niagara Falls, N.Y., Feb. 15.— 
Only a tiny rivulet, not deep’ nor 
swift enough to carry a pulp log over 
the brink, is flowing over the Ameri- 
can side of Niagara Falls. A strong 
northeast wind which has blown since 
Friday has held back the water and 
allowed the ice to gain a foothold. 
Two employes of the American reser- 
vation walked from Prospect Point 
nearly to Bath Island yesterday morn- 
ing. They did not complete the trip 
merely because they did not care to 
get their feet wet, a stream at one 
place being a few inches above the 
tops of their boots. 

A great wall of ice runs from the 
head of Goat Island to the American 
mainland, through which only tiny 
streams are able to trickle. This wall 
has even encroached on the Canadian 
channel, extending out some 200 feet 
beyond the third Sister Island, and 
greatly diminishing the flow over the 
horseshoe. Only the very apex of the 
Canadian Falls is left, and that is 
robbed of half its flow. 

The gorge below is choked and the 
rapids have lost their fury, while 
the whirlpool is barely in motion. 

This is only the third time that 
this combination of wind and ice has 
thus affected the falls since the white 
man came here. The other occasions 
were March 29, 1848, and March 22, 


Chinamen Hidden In Car.

Dr. Sproule said the bill would take 
away the rights of the Province of 
Ontario in the valuable water powers 
on the Nepigon river. A, C. Boyce 
observed that the Ontario Govern- 
ment claimed jurisdiction over the 
river. 

“T’m quite aware,” returned Mr. 
Conmee, “that the Ontario Govern- 
ment objects to all bills of this char- 
acter.” 

“On what ground was it that the 
Senate rejected it last year?” asked 
Mr. Borden. 

“Some of them didn’t take the trou- 
ble to understand it,’’ replied Mr. 
Conmee. 

Mr. Haggart asked if the Govern- 
ment gave the company the right to 
expropriate from the Ontario Govern- 
ment. 

“The hon. gentleman,” replied Mr. 
Conmee, “has been a member of the 
Dominion Parliament for 25 years, 
and he has voted for such as this 
time and again. He had better look 
up his own record.” 

Mr. McGrath (Alberta) declared that 
the bill contained a vicious principle, 
namely, allowing power to be export- 
ed to the United States, until we as- 
certained that we had power sufficient 
for our own development for all time 
to come. 

Hon. H. R. Emmersoa argued that 
the bill should go to committee. 

R. L. Borden pointed out that the 
bjll did not give power to dam the 
rivers; the company would have to 
get the consent of the Public Works 
Department. So far as international 
waters were concerned, it was plain 
that the company must come to this 
Parliament, and with reference to the 
other stream there was the question 
of interference with navigation. 

He also dealt with the conservation 
of the water powers and asked why 
we should not look to the future by 
seizing all the available water powers 
for the benefit of the people. 

Hon. Mr. Graham had always been 
careful to protect the provinces in 
their sphere, “but on the other hand 
we must not give up any of our 
rights,” he added. It was debatable 
whether we should refrain from de- 
veloping power because a part of it 
would have to be exported to secure 
a market.

HOLOCAUST IN THEATRE. 


Between 250 and 300 Mexicans Perish 
In Flames. 


Mexico City, Feb. 16.——-Between 250 
and 300 people were burned to ath 
und many were injured in a fire 
which destroyed the Flore Theatre 
in the city of Acapulea Sunday night. 

The news of thé disaster reached

A STRANGE EPIDEMIC. 


Laprairie, Que., Is Stricken by a Mys- 
terious Disease. 

Montreal, Feb. 16.—An unknown 
disease of a nature to baffle the local 
physicians has the town of Laprairie, 
Que., in its grip. Two deaghs have 
resulted, another sufferer is dying and 
one hundred more are afflicted, or 
nearly ten per cent, of the town’s 
population of 1,100. 

The disease ghas some of the fea- 
tures of typhoid fever and la grippe, 
but has other characteristics that 
stamp it as a malady apart. The 
fever is very low, five degrees above 
normal being the highest recorded. 
An outstanding symptom is a black 
or dark brown covering of the tongue 
and with which, though removed by 
acid espraying, returns in two hours. 
Red, almost purple, patches on face 
and body come and go without ap- 
parent cause. Swollen tongue and 
lips and other symptoms.

Chief Executive of Aylmer Takes 


Stroke at Social. 

Aylmer, Ont., Feb. 16.—While de- 
livering an address at the anniver- 
sary service in the Methodist Church 
last night Mayor W. E. Stevens was 
suddenly seized with an attack of 
apoplexy and, falling back into his 
chair unconscious, died in a few min- 
utes. 

The gathering in the church was in 
the nature of a social function and 
was largely attended. Following sup- 
per, Mayor Stevens, who was a promi- 
nent member of the church, was call- 
ed upon. He collapsed soon after 
he had begun his speech.

It is regarded as highly satisfactory

The 58,312 people who arrived from 
the United States during 1908, brought 
in money and effects to the value of 
about $52,000,000. The Hudson -Bay

as against 1,277,759 for $7,697,930 in 
1907. The average price, however, in- 
creased from $6.02 to $8.78 per acre. 
In 1903, the average price was $3.46 
per agre.

The acreage taken up hast year 
was 4,867,840 acres. 

It is remarked that at the present 
rate of settlements it will soon be

In the vicinity where 
the campfire had been he found his 
brother's watch and ring, which be- 
longed to Frank McLeod. On look- 
ing over the camp he found another 
blazed tree, on which a very little 
carving was legible, but it showed 
that the men were killed at least 
three years ago. One of the skele- 
tons had the breastbone shattered, 
appearances indicating that the man 
was shot with a rifle while reclining 
on a pile of blankets. 

Near the base the tree were 
carved words whidh would mean a 
fortune if decdiphered. These words re- 
to the location of valuables, 
but the murderers not only had tak- 
en care to remove every article from 
the victims’ clothes, but also. felled 
and blazed the trees in such a man- 
ner as to make most of the carving 
unintelligible. Near to the point 
where he had been working McLeod 
found a small shaft, from which In- 
dians of late had taken gold. The In- 
dians, however, claimed that they 
had opened this themselves. Weir, 
the companion of the two men, is still 
unaccounted for.

In spite of the stormy weather, the 
manager of the above stock yards hud 
everything in first-class condition, conse- 
quently the dealers had no difficulty in 
displaying their stock to advantage, and, 
as buyers were present in large numbers, 
an active trade was done. A feature was 
the stronger undertone to the market for 
the cattle, and prices, as compared with 
those of a week ago, show an advance of 
%ec per lb. This was attributed to the 
fact that the supply was comparatively 
small, and especially so of good, useful 
beasts for the butcher trade, for which 
there was a good demand from both local 
and outside buyers, but the trade in com- 
mon and inferior stock was rather slow 
on account of the higher prices demand- 
ed, Cable advices from Liverpool and 
Glasgow were more encouraging than a 
week ago and in consequence the demand 
from exporters was fair, and several loads 
of good cattle were bought at $5 to $6.15 
per 100 lbs.

ANGLIN IS PROMOTED. 
Ontario Judge Goes to Supreme Court 
of Canada. 

Ottawa, Feb. 22.—Mr. Justice F. A. 
Anglin of the Exchequer Division of 
the Ontario High Court has been ap- 
pointed to the vacancy on the Bench 
of the Supreme Court of Canada 
caused by the retirement on super- 
annuation of Hon. Jas. Maclennan. 
In making the appointment the Min- 
ister of Justice had adhered to the 
policy of promotion from the Provin- 
cial High Court followed in making 
the recent Supreme Court appoint- 
ments. It is understood that promo- 
ion was first offered to Mr. Justice 
Osler, but the latter again decided 
not to leave Toronto. The vacancy 
on the Ontario High Gourt Bench 
thus caused will probably not be filled 

Judge Anglin, who is the son of 
the late Hon. Timothy Anglin, at one 
time Speaker of the Commons, was 
appointed to the High Court Bench 
in March, 1904. He brought to the 
duties of his high office “an infinite 
capacity for taking pains,’ which is 
aun admirable trait in’ a judge.

Example of Charles Dudley Warner's 
Infinite Painstaking. 

The extraordinary pains and patience 

with which Charles Dudley Warner 


| did his Hterary work are shown in an 
| account given by a writer in the New 


Amstel maguzine of the strenuous way 
in which Mr, Warner produced an 
obituary notice some years ago. 

Professor Edward L. Youmans was 
a close personal friend of Mr, Warner, 
and on that account when Mrs, You- 
mans died the editor of a daily paper 
asked Mr. Warner to write a sort of 
personal appreciation of ber. This he 
consented to do. x 

He was left alone from 10 a. m, until 
half past 12, when he went to lunch, 
Returning at 2 o'clock, he worked 
without interruption until 4 o'clock, 
when he turned over to the editor 
what he had written, 

Yet the work was not complete. Mr. 
Warner read the first proof amd tn suc- 
cession three revised sheets. 

Each time he made change after 
change in phraseology, seeking out the 
one right word, while even in the 
nicety of paragraphing he seemed to 
make clearer what he desired to ex- 
press. Nor did the close revision end 
with the marking of the last proof. 

After the paper had gone to press 
and the first sheets had been bronght 
up to the composing room for an O. K. 
Mr. Warner looked wistfully at the 
editor and observed; 

“Would you object to lifting the 
form? I see a sentence in the last 
paragraph that might be somewhat 
changed. She was too good, you know, 
to have a slovenly tribute paid to her.” 

Even the printers refused to get an- 
gry over the delay, and forthwith the 
form was sent up and changes went on 
for an hour. At last, though publica- 
tion was delayed fully two hours, the 
editor, but not Mr, Warner, had the 
supreme satisfaction of knowing that 
the work was as nearly perfect as hu- 
‘an art could make it, and the edition 
was sent out,

another policeman. He escaped, but 
was found practically dying in his 
room in a hotel during the afternoon, 

The details of his murderous affray 
of yesterday are given in an Olean 
despatch, saying: 
| “Tn a hand to hand pistol duel with 
Nelson Dessler of Berlin, Ont., whom 
| he caught in the act of burglarizing 
the office of the Droney Lumber Co. 
in the Masonic Temple yesterday, Po- 
lice Captain Thomas Hassett was shot 
through the head and instantly kill- 
ed. Dessler was shot four times. He 
escaped, but was caught yesterday af- 
ternoon in his room in the Olean 
House. where he registered yesterday 
from Pittsburg, He will probably die 
before morning. 

“XS night telephone operator in the 
telephone exchange which is located 
in the Masonie Temple, heard some 
one in the lumber company’s office 
early to-day and called police head- 
quarters, Capt. Hassett responded. As 
he entered the lumber company’s of- 
fice Dessler stepped from behind a 
door and grappled with him. Both 
men went to the floor and they strug- 
gled for supremacy for fully five 
minutes, Then shots were heard and 
Dessler erme dashing down the stairs. 
He wes met in the corridor by Pa- 
trolman Vollmer who had been sum- 
moned by the telephone operator, 
Dessler and Vollmer exchanged pistol 
shots, but the burglar eluded the offi- 
cer and got away.

In the circular issued by the To- 
yonto police in 1905 Dessler is de- 
seribed as “alias Geo, MeDonald,’’ 30 
years old, 5 feet 9 inches in height, 
weighing 175 pounds, with auburn 
hair and sandy complexion. 

Dessler’s father is a foreman me- 
chanic of good reputation. 

Dessler is 33 years of age. His par- 

ents are respectable residents of Ber- 
lin, but Nelson is given the reputa- 
tion of having always been regarded 
as a “bad boy.” Six years ago he 
s convicted of burglarizing a jew- 
store and stealing some rings, 
was sentenced to four years in 
penitentiary at Kingston. He 
; released on parole after serving 
two years and came to Tororto on 
Dec. 20, 1905, and while employed at 
the Mason & Risch piano factory, a 
warrant was sworn out for him for 
the theft of a suit of clothes and an 
overcoat from Emil Niepage, a tailor 
He disappeared, 
and although Chief O'Neill of Berlin 
kept a keen lookout, it being thought 
he would turn up there, no trace was 
found of him. 
Nelson, ufter leaving school, work- 
ed five years in the furniture factory. 
Although the police gave his age as 
about 88, it is said he is perhaps 
five years younger. 

Olean is 90 thiles south of Roches- 
ter. Hassett, the dead policeman, 
leaves a large family. 


Twenty Lives Lost. 

Buenos Ayres, Feb. 22.—The Argen- 
tine steamer Presidente Roca from 
southern ports, according to reports 
received here, has been wrecked and 
sunk between Puerto de San Antoine 
iind Puerto Madrin on the east coast. 
The steamer caught fire and it is re- 
ported that twenty lives were lost, 
850 passengers and members of the 
crew being saved. 

The Presidente Roca belonged to 
the Hamburg-South American line. 
She was the largest steamer tradin, 
regularly between Buenos Ayres an 
the southern ports of the republic.

ROBIN HOOD NOT A MYTH. 


Hero of Sherwood Forest Had a Court 
Place Under King Edward Il. 
Many famous men have their names 
linked with Sherwood—King John, the 
three Edwards, Richard II1., Cardinal 
Wolsey and Charles I.—but the hero of 
the place, the “genius loci,” is Robi 

Hood, 

Some think that the ramous outlaw 
of the ballads was a myth, a mere po- 
etic conception and a creature of the 
popular mind, but Mr. Hunter in his 
research into the person and period of 
Robin Food holds that he was born 
between 1285 and 1295, living through 
the reign of the second Edward and 
into the early years of the third. He 
was of a family of some station seat- 


}ed near Wakefield and supported the 


Earl of Lancaster in his rebellion 
agamst the government. When the 
earl fell and his followers were pro- 
seribed Robin Hood took to the woods 
and supported himself by slaying the 
wild animals found in the forest and 
by levying a species of blackmail on 
passengers along the great road which 
united London and Berwick. This 
continued for about twenty months, 
from April, 1822, to December, 1323, 
when he fell into the king’s power, 
who for some unknown reason not 
only pardoned him, but gave him a 
place at court. Anyhow, a man of the 
name of Robyn Hode was a “varlet” 


| of the king in 1824. 


Dr. Spencer T. Hall says that Robyn 
was created Earl of Huntington by a 
London ballad writer hard up for a 
word to rhyme to Little John. Be 
this as it may, Robin Hood will always 
be the hero of romance, and those who 
love romance will refuse to believe 
that he never existed.—London Globe,

MONTREAL, Feb. 22.—(Special.)—At the 
Montreal Stock Yards, West End Market,

offerings for local consumption this 


morning were 1050 cattle, 150 sheep and 
lambs, 700 hogs and 160 calves. A firm 
feeling prevailed in the market for cat- 
tle, owing to the fact that the supply was 
smaller than a week ago and the quality 
of the stock better, but on account of the 
near approach of the Lenten season the 
demand was not so keen as the consump~- 
tion of beef for the next few weeks will 
be curtailed to some extent. There was 
some demand from exporters for small 
lots to complete shipments with, and this 
coupled with the buying for Quebec ac- 
count, helped the market considerably, 
and on the whole a faivly active trade 
was done, Cables from Liverpool on Sat- 
urday reported trade in cattle firm and 
noted an adyance in prices of %4c per lb., 
as compared with those of last Monday. 
Choice steers here sold at 5%c to bc; 
good, at Sc to 5c; fair, at 4%4c to 4%c; 
medium, at de to 4%4c; good cows, at Ssike 
to 4%c; common, at 2% to sc; choice 
bulls, at 4%4c to 4%c, and common, at 2%4c 
to 4c per lb.
